The above telegram, sent out by 
the Associated Press last 
evening, 
has aroused a great deal of interest 
in this vicinity, inasmuch as Web­ 
ster was a Dixon boy and the crime 
was committed in the Schorr woods, 
northeast of this city. 
Re|M»rt Discredited. 
Local officials and attorneys dis­ 
credit the report, and the uselessness 
of the proceedure outlined above is 
pointed out by the attorneys. 
Attorney John E. Erw in of this 
city, who was chief counsel for the 
defense, was shown the Associated 
Press dispatch by a Telegraph rep­ 
resentative. In reply to questions he j of ^is position, 
stated that he knew absolutely noth­ 
ing of any such action being under­ 
taken by counsel for the defense, and 
denied llatly that any such course 
had ever been discussed by him.

The Chicago Daily News, in 
story of the contemplated mav< 
the part or the Callahans, says: 
The effort to reopen the case will 
be based on the alleged 
fact that, 
while Webster pleaded guilty before 
the trial judge, he was urged to do 
so by counsel and by reason of his 
mental state was unfitted to a t of 
his own volition in the matter. Thee 
whole matter will he taken on the 
ground that 
Webster 
was insane 
when he committed the deed, had 
been insane for months be'ore ami is 
still insane, it is said. 
“ W hile nothing definite has been 
decided upon yet,” said Attorney Jas. 
E. Callahan today, ‘‘we are contem­ 
plating a move. W e will probably ask 
a new' trial for Dr. Webster of the
